THE FAMILY-run Ring’s Ferry coach 
company is set to roll out new servic¬ 
es nationwide after being bought out 
for £8 million by National Express. 

The Twydall-based business said the new own¬ 
ers would take the firm “onwards and upwards” 
after announcing the sale on Monday. 

National Express has been looking for a way into 
London’s lucrative commuter market since April. 

The worldwide travel giant decided to buy 
Ring’s Ferry for its expertise in this area, as the 
coach company transports 1,300 passengers a day 
into the capital. 

Its commuter service operates from 160 pick-up 
points across Medway, stopping at 25 locations 
in London. 

With the opening of the new Ebbsfleet 
International station next Monday, there will be 
increased demand for travel to and from the sta¬ 
tion to London and throughout the South East. 

It is also thought the Connections arm of King’s 
Ferry, which books coach services across Europe, 
is another area which appealed to National 
Express and has been earmarked for investment. 

Managing director Steve O’Neill, son of Ring’s 
Ferry founder Peter, said: ‘We’re expecting the com¬ 
pany to grow further as part of National Express. 

“It’s likely with future investment the brand 
will appear elsewhere in the county, as well as 
across the South East and the rest of the country. 

“The sale is completely positive. The company 
will stay as King’s Ferry and there will be no 
job losses. 

“All the management team, including myself, 
will take up positions with National Express to 
ensure the company goes onwards and upwards.”

REBEL MP Bob Marshall 
Andrews has been hailed “a 
national treasure” by an 
online appreciation group 
set up in his honour. 

The veteran Medway MP and bar¬ 
rister was lauded in the ‘Bob 
Marshall Andrews is Excellent’ 
group on social networking site 
Facebook. 

At the time of going to press that 
glowing endorsement had been 
backed by 22 members in less than a 
week. 

The group’s creator Mark Donne 
wrote of his hero: “Bob Marshall 
Andrews is I’m afraid, a national 
treasure - a truly independently 
minded beacon in a Parliamentary 
Labour Party teeming with bovine 
careerists. 

“Put simply, BMA is charm, rebel¬ 
lion, indifference and fine alcohol 
thirst incarnate.” 

The 63-year-old MP, who was 
shown the online group by his per¬ 
sonal assistant, was stunned at first 
by the concept of Facebook and later 
by the group’s praise. 

He said: Facebook took me by sur¬ 
prise. I thought, at first, someone 
was offering me a facelift, which 
would not be a bad idea. 

“No doubt this Facebook site will 
have a very small membership but I 
thank those who have contributed 
for their kind thoughts.” 

Mr Marshall Andrews has devel¬ 
oped a reputation as a Labour rebel 
during his 10 years as MP for 
Medway and is often regarded as an 
irritant to the front bench. 

This streak was given national cov¬ 
erage on election night in 2005 when 
Mr Marshall Andrews prematurely 
announced his own defeat on televi¬ 
sion before the defeat was confirmed, 
describing it as “the only good news 
Mr Blair will get tonight”. 

He went on to hold the seat by just 
213 votes.

The MP went on to court contro¬ 
versy later that year in the House of 
Commons. 

Spotted talking to rival 
Conservative MPs, Labour MPs 
Barry Sheerman and Jim Dowd 
remonstrated with him. 

As the scuffle heightened Mr 
Marshall Andrews was said to have 
said of Dowd ‘Here’s another faggot’ 
however the MP insists he shouted 
‘faccio’, an Italian word meaning a 
menial assistant. 

These high-profile incidents, as 
well as appearances on satirical quiz 
show Have I Got News For You, have 
seen his popularity rise both inside 
and outside Westminster. 

One Facebook member summed up 
the group’s feelings towards the MP, 
who plans to retire at the next elec¬ 
tion, by writing: “Bob, if you’re out 
there, don’t abandon us! Your waifs 
need you.” 

Another wrote: “I once sat next to 
the legend that is Bob Marshall 
Andrews on the tube not long after 
the 2005 election. 

“He was great and we had a good 
chat about it until I had to get off the 
tube. Great man.”

MEET Scooby, believed to be 
Medway’s fattest dog who has 
has been enrolled on a 100-day 
doggy diet after tipping the 
scales at a massive 4st 71bs - 
almost twice what she should. 

The 13-year-old mongrel was placed in 
the PDSA Pet Fit Club after over 
indulging on her favourite Scooby 
snacks: chicken curry, Thai food, fish and 
chips, pizzas, Sunday lunches, ice cream, 
cakes and sweets. 

Owner Jennifer Thompson, 61, of 
Gillingham, said: “Scooby does adore her 
food. She can smell a dropped chip miles 
away and will sniff it out within seconds.” 

Scooby’s sweet tooth has seen her pile 
on the pounds, making exercise tiring. 


A half-hour walk now takes three 
times as long as Scooby tends to sit down 
every few metres or so for a breather. 

Jennifer said the rescue pup’s battle 
with a life-threatening illness early on in 
life had led them to pamper her with 
tasty treats. 

She said: “She had a rough start to life 
and we compensated for that by 
indulging her with her favourite foods. 

“We have spoilt her over the years and 
are the first to admit that, but now 
things are going to be very different.” 

Scooby’s diet and fitness programme is 
being specially tailored by experts at the 
Gillingham PDSA PetAid hospital. 

It is hoped the crash diet will see her 
shed more excess pounds than her 
rotund rivals, winning her the Pet Fit 
Club crown in January 2008. 

Her fellow dog finalists include a 
chunky six-year-old chihuahua Nikki, 
whose weight of 6kg makes her 46 per 
cent overweight; bichon frise Lennon, 


who dines on chocolate biscuits and fresh 
chicken, beef and gravy; cocker spaniel 
Poppy, who responds to the word 
‘walkies’ by hiding under her basket; and 
four-year-old labrador Storm, who scav¬ 
enges food at every opportunity

Pendlebury adds: “Last year’s entrants 
did exceptionally well and we are really 
looking forward to giving our new PDSA 
Pet Fit Club challengers the support and 
advice they need to kick start a healthier 
lifestyle.”

Skatepark opened 
following three-year 
campaign by teen 


A PURPOSE-built skate park has 
opened in Medway - bringing a 
determined teenager’s three-year 
campaign for its creation to an 
end. 

The state-of-the-art £250,000 
park, in Jackson’s Field, 
Rochester, was officially opened 
on Saturday morning, giving 
skaters and BMXers a permanent 
place to hone their skills. 

Shelley-Georgina Yates, 17, who 
spearheaded the campaign, said 
she was delighted her dream had 
become a reality. 

The Rochester teenager said: 
“There were a lot of bumps along 
the way and at one point it didn’t 
look as if it would ever get built, 
but I’m over the moon it’s finally 
here.” 

Shelley first contacted coun¬ 
cilors in 2004 after becoming frus¬ 
trated by the lack of skating facil¬ 
ities in Medway. 

She said: “I’ve been skateboard¬ 
ing for more than three years and 
used to get told off for skateboard¬ 
ing through Rochester High 
Street. 


“There was a real demand for a 
skate park in Medway, so I 
encouraged my friends to help me 
persuade the council to build the 
park.” 

Having handed a 600-signature 
petition to Medway council asking 
for a dedicated area for the skate 
and bike community to congre¬ 
gate, she played a large part in 
the park’s design and location. 

Shelley and 20 of her bike and 
skate friends worked closely with 
the council’s Greenspaces team to 
draw up plans for the park, which 
boasts a bowl and tricky street 
course, seating area, lighting and 
CCTV. 

Her efforts were praised by com¬ 
munity services councillor 
Howard Doe, who said: “Shelley is 
an inspiration to other young peo¬ 
ple in Medway. 

“Here is a young lady who 
developed an idea, used the dem¬ 
ocratic process to have her ideas 
heard by councillors and was 
involved at every stage. 

“She should feel incredibly 
proud of her achievement.”

Robert and Natalie Brown, of Parr Avenue, 
Gillingham, were caught littering by a 
Medway council enforcement officer. 

They were summoned to appear at court 
after failing to pay the £80 fixed penalty notice. 

The husband and wife pleaded guilty to 
littering at Medway Magistrates Court on 
November 5 and were both ordered to pay 
£40 costs as well as the £80 fine. 

Crackdown on underage 
drinkers gets results 

MORE than 100 litres of alcohol was seized 
from underage drinkers during a five-week 
police crackdown. 

Officers confiscated hundreds of pounds 
worth of vodka, lager, cider and alcopops 
from teenagers as young as 14 - before pour¬ 
ing it down the drains. Seventeen youngsters 
caught drinking booze on the streets were so 
intoxicated they had to be taken home to 
their parents during the campaign.

Rotting meat 
and rodents 
at food shop 


A DECOMPOSED mouse was 
among the sickening finds discov¬ 
ered during a routine health 
inspection of a halal food shop, a 
court heard. 

Environmental health officers found food 
gnawed by mice on sale, meat due to be sold 
stored next to rotting meat, and the floors 
and shelves littered with mice droppings at 
Bismillah Halal Fresh Meats in Gillingham. 

Halal meat comes from animals that have 
been slaughtered according to Muslim law. 

Owner Sheikh Mohamed Abdulrauf was 
charged with five counts of putting public 
health at risk at Medway Magistrates Court 
on Monday last week. He pleaded guilty to 
all charges and was ordered to pay Medway 
council £2,000 and £2,690 costs. 

Magistrates were shown 34 photographs of 
evidence collected during the inspection. 

Health officers seized 46 bags of food from 
the Gillingham Road shop. 

Each bag had been on sale despite having 
been clearly gnawed by mice. 

The team discovered rotten meat past its 
sell-by-date further inside, stored next to 
food that was due to be sold. 

Four legs of lamb that were soft to the 
touch and a slimy and discoloured chicken 
left on a chiller shelf, were also seized.

Officers also found food which had been 
defrosted and refrozen was on sale, and a 
faulty freezer was not keeping food chilled at 
the right temperature. 

Fresh and old mouse droppings were 
strewn throughout the shop, including the 
floor and shelves where food was being sold, 
near food preparation areas and next to food 
scales. 

Chair of the bench Angela Howe said: “This 
is a very serious matter and public health is 
something that is very important to us. 

“The council doesn’t think it was Mr 
Abdulrauf s intention to sell the meat, but it 
should have been labelled that it was unfit 
for human consumption. 

Putrefied 

“This could have been sold by accident and 
cross-contamination could have occurred.” 

Mr Abdulrauf was charged with three 
counts of failing to have adequate procedures 
in place to control pests, and one count of fail¬ 
ing to keep the premises clean and main¬ 
tained in good repair and condition. 

He was also charged with failure to comply 
with regulations that unsafe raw meat which 
was putrefied and unfit for human consump¬ 
tion was not placed on the market.

The Continent is about 
to get a little closer 

MEDWAY will move a step close to the 
Continent when Eurostar services start run¬ 
ning from Ebbsfleet International station. 

The high-speed trains will take just two 
hours to get to Paris, one hour and 10 min¬ 
utes to reach Lille, 40 minutes longer to 
arrive in Brussels. 

Passenger services are due to start running 
from Ebbsfleet to France and Belgium on 
Monday. 

The new station can be reached by taking a 
train to Greenhithe and then a Fasttrack bus 
until a new direct rail service to Ebbsfleet 
starts in December, 2009.

A PRIMARY school has been given a satis¬ 
factory rating by Ofsted inspectors after 
making significant improvements. 

St James’ CofE Primary School, on the Isle 
of Grain, was praised for its foundation stage, 
extracurricular events and pupils’ behaviour. 

The report noted significant improvements 
had been made since the last inspection, in 
which the school was handed a Notice to 
Improve order. 

Headteacher Sue Gray said: “A number of 
changes have improved every aspect of 
school life, from playground games to learn¬ 
ing and achievement.” 

Primary pupils get day off 
over flood threat fears 

CHILDREN got a day off school after it was 
deemed at risk of flooding from a tidal surge. 

St Mary’s Island Primary School in 
Chatham shut its doors for the day on Friday 
on the advice of the Environment Agency. 

Headteacher Sharon Day said: “Following 
flood alerts due to our low-lying position we 
took the decision to close the school. The safe¬ 
ty of children must be our priority.” 

The Environment Agency issued flood 
warnings for most of coastal Kent on 
Thursday night.

AN AILING leisure centre has had its opening 
hours slashed by a third by council bosses.

How did you get involved with the RSPCA? 


background is journalism, but I have 
also always been passionate about animal 
welfare. When I saw the RSPCA role advert¬ 
ised, it seemed the ideal job for me. I am able to 
use my knowledge of the media to help promote 
kindness to animals and prevent cruelty.

Have people's attitudes towards animal welfare 
improved or worsened in recent years? 


In many ways, attitudes towards animal 
welfare have improved in recent years. For 
a start, according to an RSPCA report pub¬ 
lished this month measuring the state of ani¬ 
mal welfare in the UK, the proportion of people 
who feel for a society to be truly civilised ani¬ 
mal welfare must be a key priority has leapt 
from 54 per cent to 73 per cent in the last year. 

We also know six out of 10 people think 
supermarkets should stop selling eggs laid by 
hens in cages, but more than six out of 10 eggs 
still come from hens kept in this way, so there 
is plenty of room for improvement. 

There has been a huge increase in the num¬ 
ber of meat chickens raised to higher-welfare 
standards, quadrupling from 10 million in 2004 
to more than 40 million this year. However, this 
is still less than five per cent of the market. 

We see that as few as one in five pet shops 
selling ‘exotic’ animals such as snakes and pri¬ 
mates offer free written information to cus¬ 
tomers. People buying pets have a legal 


responsibility to look after them properly, and 
accessible information from pet shops would 
help them do this. 

Good news is that the number of wild- 
caught birds imported into the EU has plum¬ 
meted from 72,000 in 2003 to 11 last year, 
following a ban. But the number of wild- 
caught reptiles imported has increased from 
11,000 to 18,400 which is worrying. 

A What single practice would you like to see banned? 


A I would like to see the extremely cruel and 
disturbing practice of using primates for 
research to be banned immediately. We are 
slowly getting that way, as in the past few 
weeks MEPs categorically backed a call to 
bring an end to the use of primates in research. 

In the 21st century there should be no room 
for experimenting on primates. We know these 
animals are highly intelligent and they can 
suffer in very similar ways to humans. 

There should be new laws which include a 
clear strategy for replacing primates with 
humane alternatives.

huge challenge facing the world is the issue of 
cruelty - research has shown that people who 
carry out vicious attacks on other people often 
begin by being cruel to animals.

Is there anything we can do about it? 


A I believe that world peace begins at home 
and if we start being kinder to each other 
then we have taken the first important step 
towards world peace. An act of kindness can 
make all the difference in the world to some¬ 
one’s day and such acts cause a ripple effect. A 
thoughtless, cruel remark can hurt badly and 
have a negative ripple effect. Tiny changes, but 
if we all thought more about the effect of our 
actions on other people, then we would not 
consider waging war on them. 

In terms of poverty and famine, it is obscene 
that so much food is thrown away every day 
when so many people are starving to death. 

In terms of cruelty, the RSPCA is working 
hard to get the message of kindness, not cruel¬ 
ty, to every schoolchild in this country through 
our education programme. 


What is the biggest challenge facing the world at 
present?

How big do you think your carbon footprint is? 


A chieving world peace and seeing an end to 
poverty and famine. It is incredible that 
world travel is so accessible to most of the 
developed world, but still so many people liv¬ 
ing on this planet are starving to death. A

car, and try to conserve energy at home as 
much as possible. I recycle everything I can 
religiously and I also buy local produce as 
much as possible.

A BID to convert derelict railway 
arches into offices and workshops 
remains on track after being grant¬ 
ed planning permission. 

The run-down arches, on the Strood side of 
the railway bridge, will be transformed into 
small offices as part of a scheme which also 
boasts on open green area and a series of 
canopies. 

The arches form the first phase of regenera¬ 
tion at the Watermill Wharf site, off Canal 
Road. 

It is hoped the development will be followed 
with a new build incorporating further busi¬ 
ness units. Community facilities are also set to 
be included. 

The community enterprise hub’s main pur¬ 
pose will be to accommodate businesses whose 
profits are principally invested back into 
Medway or into helping create more jobs. 

Derek Wells, the chairman of Hubco, one of 
the firms behind the project, said: “The 
Watermill Wharf development is an exciting 
initiative which will provide accommodation 
for emerging and developing small businesses, 
and jobs for local people. 

“It has been a highly involved project to 
develop due to the complex nature of the site, 
but thanks to the dedication and hard work of 
the project team we have now got planning 
permission. 

“I now look forward to continuing to work 
with Medway council, and all those supporting 
the project, to bring it to fruition.” 

Medway council’s economic councillor Jane 
Chitty said: “These types of project are only 
just beginning to be recognised for the huge 
value they bring both economically and social¬ 
ly to local communities, and I am absolutely 
delighted that Medway is at the forefront of 
their delivery. 


“It will be a big feather in Medway’s cap. The 
Watermill Wharf project is all about promot¬ 
ing physical, economic and social regenera¬ 
tion, and obtaining planning permission is a 
huge step forward. 

“Getting to this stage has taken an enor¬ 
mous amount of hard work from a lot of people 
and could not have been achieved without 
such a strong partnership.” 

Planning permission was granted after the 


completion of a large number of extensive sur¬ 
veys and reports required by the local plan¬ 
ning authority and the Environment Agency. 

These included detailed contamination, 
noise and vibration, flora and fauna, trans¬ 
port, archaeological, flood risk, and river 
frontage ecological studies. 

Funding for the first phase of the project has 
come from the Department for Communities 
and Local Government, and Medway council. 


Green group calls for bike 
training to be improved 

GREEN campaigners have accused Kent 
County Council of failing to provide enough 
cycle training to keep young people safe. 

Kent Green Party says the county council 
should use the government’s national train¬ 
ing scheme - instead of its own one-day 
courses. 

Campaigner Steve Dawe said: “Kent’s 
courses are not being run under the 
Government’s national scheme, in which 
far more training is provided. 

“Medway uses the government scheme, 
gets a grant, and does not charge young¬ 
sters or their families for cycle proficiency 
training.” 

But KCC cabinet member for highways 
Keith Ferrin said: ‘We take cycle training 
very seriously. We offer our own Kent Rider 
scheme as an introduction to safer cycling 
for Year 6 pupils countywide. 

“About 10,000 pupils were successfully 
introduced to cycling in this way during the 
last school year. 

“The Kent scheme offers a one-day, on- 
the-road course with a ratio of one instruc¬ 
tor for every six pupils. 

“Parents pay £15 a year for the course 
which, I believe, represents good value-for- 
money.” 

He added: “In an ideal world we would 
offer free training to all, but the cost to the 
taxpayer would run into hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds.” 

Over half our schools are 
officially labelled healthy 

A TOTAL of 310 schools countywide have 
been officially designated as “healthy”. 

The NHS and Kent County Council are 
behind the move, which promotes fruit and 
veg tuck shops, healthy menus for lunch 
and physical activities. 

It is designed as part of a lifestyle package 
which also includes educational standards 
and personal well-being. 

A total of 59 per cent of schools across the 
county have currently qualified for the 
award. 

Chris Wells, KCC schools chief, said: 
“Hopefully the programme will influence 
pupils throughout their lives and in 
turn inspire their families to healthier 
lifestyles.”

It's time for freak to grow 
up and take it like a man 


LIVERPOOL striker Peter Crouch 
has likened Gillingham fans to 
“hillbillies in the film Deliverance”. 

Bearing in mind most of the time he’s on the 
football pitch he can’t hit a cow’s backside with 
a banjo I think the analogy is a bit rich, if you 
ask me. 

In his autobiography Crouch blubs about 
being teased by the Gills fans for giving him a 
bit of stick about his height. So he was called a 
‘freak’. So what? 

Hundreds of players with more talent in 
their little toes than he has in his entire down¬ 
sized feet have suffered much worse and 
managed not to spit their dummies out. 

Hate figures of the modern game, such as 
Blackburn’s Robbie Savage, Bolton’s El Hadji 
Diouf and West Ham’s Craig Bellamy, are 
routinely barracked by opposition fans but you 
don’t hear them whinging about it. 

As professionals they ignore the abuse they 
are thrown from the stands and get on with 
what they do best - playing football. 


Why can’t Crouch do the same? 

He’s got absolutely no right to single out the 
Gillingham fans as any worse than any set of 
supporters in the country. 

Is he seriously suggesting the abuse a few 
thousand Gillingham fans gave him SEVEN 
years ago was more upsetting than that he 
receives every time he plays at Goodison Park, 
the home of Liverpool’s biggest rivals Everton? 

I doubt it somehow. 

And yet he well and truly sticks the knife in. 

He wrote: “Looking around at the faces of the 
home support at Gillingham, the irony was 
never lost on me that these people had the 
cheek to call me a ‘freak’. Perhaps they should 
have taken a look at themselves first.” 

I’d love to know how many walking lamp 
posts the 6ft 7ins striker saw in the crowd that 
day. 

In all seriousness, though, surely he’s smart 
enough to realise the abuse is nothing 
personal, it’s a simple case of us against them. 

Football fans, like those of any other sport, 
get behind their team and pick apart their 


opposition - including their players, manager, 
fans, culture, stereotypes, nationality and 
anything else they can play upon - in any way 
they can. 

It’s not big or clever but it’s a way in which 
fans come together to support their side and 
has been going on across the footballing world 
in all levels of the game for decades. 

Crouch knew this before he decided to 
pursue a career in football - as opposed to 
basketball - and must have known his size 
would soon become the object of ridicule. 

If he was plying his trade in the lower 
leagues then I may be more inclined to feel 
sorry for him. 

But he’s not. He’s playing for Liverpool and 
England (somehow) and getting paid tens of 
thousands of pounds for the privilege. 

My message to Crouch is this - you may be 
6ft 7ins tall, but you need to grow up.

Helping children to 
deal with diabetes 

Today is World Diabetes Day 
(November 14) and we are writing 
to tell you about the serious 
problems faced by children with 


diabetes in schools across the 
country. 

A survey published today by 
charities Diabetes UK, Juvenile 
Diabetes Research Foundation 
(JDRF), INPUT and UK Children 
with Diabetes Advocacy Group 
showed that school staff are often 
not given the training they need to 
help children with Type 1 diabetes 
manage their condition on a daily 
basis or in an emergency, which is 
putting these youngsters’ health in 
danger. Also, 70 per cent of schools 
said that where children with Type 
1 diabetes are unable to inject 
themselves with insulin, parents 
have to come in and do it for them. 
This is unacceptable as it can 
isolate children from school life and 
have serious repercussions for 
families. 

As parents of a child with Type 1 
diabetes, we feel very strongly that 
every school in England needs to 
implement a policy that sets out 
how children with diabetes should 
be supported during school hours. 
Policies should include working with 
the Local Education Authority, 
school nurses, teachers, and 
paediatric diabetes teams. 

Good diabetes control in the early 
years is essential to help reduce a 
child’s chance of developing 
complications in later life such as 
heart disease, stroke, kidney 
damage and amputation. 

There are over 20,000 children 
under 15 years old with diabetes in 
the UK. The sooner we help 
families by getting a joined-up 
approach to helping school children 
live with the condition, the sooner 
these young people will be able to 
enjoy their childhood like others 
their age.

Robert's focus 

on America

ACTOR and director Robert 
Redford has no intention of mel¬ 
lowing with age - despite turning 
71 this year. 

In fact the star says he is more opinionated 
than ever - particularly when it comes to the 
current situation in the US. 

“It’s true to say I’m probably getting angrier 
and more engaged,” he says flashing his trade¬ 
mark blue eyes. 

“I’m aware that America has a lot of power 
and a lot of ability to do good in the world, so 
I’m very interested in what has happened to 
our reputation in the world since 9/11.” 

Redford’s laid-back demeanour and gentle 
manner belies a fierce passion for politics 
which he’s channelled through some of cine¬ 
ma’s most influential films, like The 
Candidate and All The President’s Men. 

And almost 40 years after hitting the big time 
in Butch Cassidy And The Sundance Kid, he 
has come out with all guns blazing again. This 
time, with his latest movie Lions For Lambs, he 
has his targets firmly set on the American 
media, education and on US Congress. 

Redford, who also directed the film, stars 
alongside Tom Cruise and Meryl Streep as an 
idealistic college professor who inadvertently 
propels two of his former students into the 
Afghanistan war with tragic consequences. 

Though he had not directed a film for seven 
years, the veteran star says the screenplay 
immediately resonated with him. “I was sur¬ 
prised by it because it was political and there’s 
so much commercial insecurity about films 
these days it seems that only the ones that 
play safe get made. 

“Those that are more risky in nature, that 
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maybe make you think or wonder, are harder 
to come by. And yet those are the films I’ve 
always enjoyed making,” he explains. 

“To me, it’s a film about personal responsibili¬ 
ty, about young people accepting the role they 
play in shaping the future and about how we 
each deal with our choices in life.” 

Playing a college professor also struck an 
ironic chord with the star, as his own education 
was cut short when he was kicked out of the 
University of Colorado for drunkenness. 

The failed college student went on to become 
one of the most successful actors in screen his¬ 
tory thanks to acclaimed performances in hit 
films such as Butch Cassidy, The Sting, The 
Way We Were and The Great Gatsby. 

He’s also proved to be equally skilled behind 
the camera with an Oscar win for his directo¬ 
rial debut Ordinary People and a nomination 
for his 1994 film Quiz Show.

Despite his stellar career Redford has main¬ 
tained his integrity as a committed environ¬ 
mentalist and set up the hugely-successful 
Sundance Film Festival, which encourages 
new film-makers and actors. 

He gave two of the hottest current talents in 
Hollywood their big break, Brad Pitt in A 
River Runs Through It, which he directed and 
Scarlett Johansson, in The Horse Whisperer. 
His latest find is rising British star Andrew 
Garfield, who appears in Lions For Lambs. 

“I’ve always enjoyed finding new people,” 
said Redford. “I knew Andrew was English 
and I’d seen a lot of American actors, but I was 
very impressed that he could come in and read 
the part perfectly in an American accent.”

Enjoy an exotic island mixer

A FEW miles south-west of its 
rather more exotic neighbour 
Mustique, Canouan may at last be 
ready to shrug off its image as the 
forgotten island of the Caribbean. 

Thanks to the vision of two multi-million¬ 
aires, the green and hilly three square miles of 
Canouan have been sensitively transformed 
into a luxury, multi-activity holiday destina¬ 
tion. 

The island now offers everything most visi¬ 
tors could possibly want - thanks to Swiss- 
Italian banker Antonio Saladino and 
American businessman Donald Trump, who 
have ensured there is plenty to do ashore and 
afloat, as well as simply soaking up the sun. 

At the heart of the Grenadines chain, 
Canouan has five palm-fringed, soft white 
coral sand beaches, bath-warm brilliant 
turquoise seas, a 1.5-mile coral reef, views for 
miles over the Caribbean from its peaks and 
average minimum temperatures around 25°C. 

Visitors meander the snaking network of 
narrow roads and paths in golf carts, taking 
care to avoid the population of tortoises - 
known locally as turtles - after which the 
island was named. 

A 15-year plan to build 135 high-spec Trump 
Island Villas, costing from about £1 million, 
will enable the super-rich to have their own 
slice of secluded Caribbean paradise here, 
with breathtaking views.

Shorter-term, and less well-off, visitors can 
wallow in top-of-the-range facilities on the 
300-acre, five-star Raffles Resort instead, and 
the smaller Tamarind Beach Hotel & Yacht 
Club, with both offering superb world cuisine 
at various gourmet restaurants. 

Raffles Resort Canouan Island complex - 
the luxury hotel group’s first resort in the 


western hemisphere - opened in August 2004. 

An amphitheatre-shaped, palm tree setting 
overlooking sheltered Carenage Bay, it holds 
156 dramatically decorated and stylishly fur¬ 
nished one to four bedroom suites and villas, 
with garden, ocean or golf course views. 

If you can drag yourself away from the 
hotel’s gorgeous confines, there’s plenty to see 
and do. We took a high-speed motorboat to 
Tobago Keys, just 40 minutes away. Because 
our visit was in the September-October close 
season, we had this island virtually to our¬ 
selves - although a chap soon appeared with a 
wide choice of T-shirts for sale. 

With many young people leaving to find 
work on other islands, Canouan’s population 
dwindled to under 500. But in 1990, Saladino 
took a 99-year lease on 1,200 acres, two thirds, 
of the island. 

The story goes that he was unable to build 
on Mustique and saw Canouan’s potential just 
a few miles across the Caribbean. 

Since then the banker and Canouan Resorts 
Development, which he heads, have spent 
more than £100m installing an airstrip, roads, 
electricity, water production, a clinic, schools 
and a training college. 

Now there are some 500 people working at 
the island’s 300-acre Raffles Resort, more than 
80 at Tamarind, and some 300 for Trump’s 
villa developments building company. 

Raffles merits such a large workforce. As 
well as the golf course and the fabulous 
restaurants, it has a well-equipped gym and 
also offers tennis, yoga, mountain biking and 
power walking, and sea sports including wind¬ 
surfing, sailing diving and snorkelling.

Trinny and Susannah 
shape up UK r s women

FROM cellos and goblets to bricks 
and lollipops, Trinny and Susannah 
believe they’ve finally come up with 
the 12 definitive female body 
shapes after interrogating 
thousands of British women about 
their saddle bags, muffin tops, 
cankles and pot bellies. 

“In our first book we researched the big 
issues for women such as massive or no boobs, 
flabby arms, wide hips, short legs, flabby 
tummies and so on, but over the years a lot of 
women have pointed out that some of the rules 
contradicted each other. We thought we’d 
better deal with that so we came up with the 
12 shapes,” Trinny explains. 

“There’s way too much emphasis on what 
dress size someone is but I never, ever look at 
the labels in clothes when I’m dressing 
somebody. I look at the woman’s shape and the 
contrast between her boobs and tummy or 
whatever, not by picking out a size 14 jacket 
and just hoping it works.” 

Susannah adds: “Basically, we wrote The 
Body Shape Bible to give women confidence 
and to stop them pulling their hair out when 
they go shopping for clothes!” 

Trinny and Susannah’s latest tome highlights 
the main characteristics of each of their 12 new 
female body shapes and illustrates how just 
how easy it is to make simple mistakes by 
blindly following fashion instead of being aware 
of what suits your shape. 

“The rules and ideas in the book are simple 
and fundamental so, for example, if you are a 
comet shape with wide shoulders, narrow hips

and long legs you should always wear A-line, 
single breasted jackets because you’re top 
heavy,” Susannah reveals. 

“Or if you’re a column shape, you should 
always try to break up your up-and-down body 
with a funky belt, or a top or dress with a 
cinched-in waist so that it draws attention to 
the middle of your body.” 

In their brand new ITV1 series, Trinny and 
Susannah Undress The Nation, the girls have 
the chance to take their innovative new dress 
code for a road test all over the UK to tackle 
the country’s major style issues. 

“Something like 46 per cent of British 
women are over a size 16 but 80 per cent of 


high street shops don’t stock size 16 and above 
so larger women often have to shop via 
catalogues and mail order,” reveals Trinny. 

“The situation is getting better but it’s still 
very difficult, so rather than going into a shop 
and picking out all of the size 16s or 18s to try 
on, no matter what style they are, we want 
women to ignore the sizes and find the right 
clothes for their shape instead. 

“Just go in and think ‘right, I’m going to find 
all the double-breasted jackets, or all the A- 
line skirts, or all of the long tailored trousers 
with pockets at the back or whatever it is that 
suits my shape’ rather than trying on twenty- 
odd random items in the same size and then 
getting depressed because none of them 
actually suit you,” she recommends. 

Of course, it’s not only grown women who 
make fashion disasters. The teenage 
generation are just as guilty of putting 
together catwalk-copied outfits which 
generally do them no favours at all. 

“Right now I would say that a lot of women, 
especially teenage girls, are wearing very 
unforgiving skinny jeans simply to feel 
fashionable and, lets face it, only someone with 
a Kate Moss-type figure ever looks any good in 
them,” warns Trinny. 

“Teenagers are under such enormous 
pressure from their peers and the media and 
it’s pretty tough if they’re not the exact shape 
that society dictates they should be. 

“In my opinion a girl who is pear shaped can 
still look great as she could just wear a baby 
doll dress with leggings that come down her 
mid-calf as a trendy alternative to skinny 
jeans. There’s no shape dilemma that can’t be 
solved,” she says.

Noisy neighbours 
top quarrel polls 

NOISE is still the main reason for neigh¬ 
bourly disputes, according to research by 
Halifax estate agents. 

In the last 12 months over a quarter of 
us admit to having had disagreements 
with neighbours - 26 per cent of these 
were linked to noise. 

The other main causes for a fall out 
include boundary disputes (14 per cent), 
pets (11 per cent), parking (10 per cent) 
and bordering or overhanging trees and 
plants (7 per cent). 

Figures show women outnumbered 
men for complaining, with anti-social 
behaviour their largest grievance. 

Age also seems to be a factor. A stag¬ 
gering 49 per cent of 16-24 year olds 
admitted to quarrelling with the neigh¬ 
bours, whilst the 55-64 age group, at 24 
per cent, was least likely to have done so. 

Geographically, the report identified 
that those living in the south are over 10 
per cent more likely to have had neigh¬ 
bourly disputes sometime during the 
last year than those living in the North 
or Midlands. 

The conclusion would seem to indicate 
that if we want harmonious neighbourly 
relations we should move next-door to a 
quiet, 60-year-old Yorkshireman. 

Bank maintains rate 

THE Bank of England’s Monetary Policy 
Committee announced on Thursday it is 
to maintain the official bank rate of 5.75 
per cent. 

The rate last increased by 0.25 per¬ 
centage points its current rate on July 5. 

Kent homeowners will gain confidence 
from the fact that variable rate mort¬ 
gages will not increase in the immediate 
future but the decision to maintain cur¬ 
rent rates went against widespread 
speculation of a decrease. 

Best year to date 

DOWNLAND Housing Association 
reported its best ever year to date. 

It built over 400 new homes in the 
affordable sector across 39 local authori¬ 
ties in the South East, 30 in Kent. 

Downland chief executive Mark Perry 
said: “Several hundred more are in the 
pipeline including developments in 
Ashford and Medway. These will range 
from one bedroom flats to three bedroom 
houses according to the assessed needs 
in each area.” 


AS THE property market slows 
down, open house viewings could 
be the next big thing for vendors 
struggling to sell their homes. 

Already the norm in the USA and Australia, 
the trend seems to be catching on here. 

Open viewings see vendors throw open their 
doors on a fixed day, usually at the weekend, 
inviting potential buyers to view their home 
without the constraints of having to make a 
prior appointment. 

Traditionally the domain of prestigious 
houses, the open house is usually seen as an 
efficient way for estate agents to condense 
many viewings into one day or to introduce 
competitive hype between buyers for high 
demand properties. 

However, with a sluggish property market, 
the ‘open house’ can be a useful marketing tool 
for enthusiastic vendors who are prepared to

be pro-active in selling their own home. It 
seems to makes sense. Most estate agents are 
closed at the weekend when a large number of 
people are free to look at potential homes. 

Buyers can wander around the property at 
their leisure and vendors can prepare for a 
single public viewing, rather than trying to 
live in a constant state of readiness for ad-hoc 
appointments. 

I recently made my own foray into open 
viewings whilst trying to sell my two-bedroom, 
terraced cottage. 

It had been on the market for six weeks 
with only a sprinkling of interest and one sole 
viewing. 

Belying first impressions, it really is quite 
spacious inside with a lovely, large rear garden 
but with the tired phrase ‘must be viewed’ not 


doing the trick, frustration lead me to arrange 
an open day. 

I had to face the fact that I was inviting not 
only potential buyers but also local nosey 
parkers into my home, but I decided I didn’t 
mind on the basis that local gossip can still 
generate sales. 

Despite short notice - three days to be pre¬ 
cise - and therefore only limited advertising, 
between noon and 4pm on the Sunday I had 
six potential buyers look around. 

Obviously, precautions had to be taken with 
regard to security. Friends helped out and I 
removed valuables, personal items and keys. 
Asking interested parties to pre-register with 
the agent also prevents people wandering in 
off the street. 

Overall, I thought it was a day well spent but 
as for the results? A second viewing was 
requested by one potential buyer -1 wait with 
interest.

CRITICS of Chrysler’s retro 300C have 
been contradicted by the executive car’s 
solid secondhand values after two years 
on the UK market. 

A CAP motor trade guide spokesman 
said: “A two-year-old diesel Chrysler 300C 
with 30,000 miles on the clock is worth an 
impressive 67 per cent of the £25,750 it 
cost when new. In contrast, a BMW 525D 
of a similar age that cost £31,115 in 2005 
is currently worth £19,300 - that’s 62 per 
cent retained value.”

Apart from that, this car is ‘New Jaguar’ 
with distinctive vents on the wings and an alu¬ 
minium body some 25 per cent lighter than 
rivals like the equally svelte Mercedes SL and 
lumpier BMW 6-Series. 

This adds to excellent cornering for this 
muscular-yet-smooth riding car and allows it 
to sprint to 60 in less than six seconds, and 
average around 25mpg - almost environmen- 
tally-friendly for this market sector. 

But that’s in ‘standard’ 300bhp 4.2-litre V8 
form as tested here. There is also a loony 
supercharged 420bhp XKR, but who needs 
that when the ‘cooking version’ drives and 
sounds so good - the V8 delivers the right 
sound without being intrusive. 

The auto gearbox and manual selection via 
the steering wheel paddles is creamy too, and 
there are some nice touches inside: push-but¬ 
ton starter, classy seats - though the rear ones 
are useless for carrying even the smallest kids 
- plus a decent boot for this class of car. 

Yes, it would be great if the XK proved to be 
the moment that innovation rather than tradi¬ 
tion launched a Jaguar revival. 


LISTENING to old guard cus¬ 
tomers clamouring for tradition got 
Jaguar into a right old mess. 

The marque had been pandering to a vocif¬ 
erous minority that was dying out, instead of 
looking after the ever-changing dynamic busi¬ 
ness class that brought Jaguar to power in the 
50s and 60s, when innovation was its mantra 
not tradition. 


Fortunately, as Jag seems set to change 
hands again - Ford is in talks with Indian 
buyers - innovation is back in vogue and the 
pivotal model will be next year’s XF replace¬ 
ment for the very retro S-Type saloon. 

But history may recall that change began 
with the latest XK Coupe and Convertible 
models. 


We tested a Coupe and, as if to underline 
change, our car was bright red with the option¬ 
al alloy-look dashboard rather than ‘tradition¬ 
al’ wood. 


Its sharper lines are a nod to the future 
too, though there is the briefest backward

EBBSFLEET United looks set to 
be taken over by 20,000 people who 
signed up to a website. 

In the first move of its kind, the footie fans 
each paid £35 to raise enough cash for a 
takeover bid. 

The original idea was to try and buy a club 
like Leeds United or Nottingham Forest, but 
both were considered too deeply in debt. 

Fleet bosses have offered members of 
MyFootballClub.co.uk the chance to take a con¬ 
trolling interest in the club to clear their debts. 

But if it goes ahead it will mean every one of 
the 20,000 new fans will have a say in transfer 
and team decisions. 

The club confirmed they approached the 
maverick website several weeks ago and said 
yesterday a deal has been agreed in principle. 

Fleet chairman Jason Botley welcomed the 
move, which will help pay off the club’s debts. 

He said: “The board, Liam Daish and his 
coaching staff, club employees and myself are 
united in believing this is great opportunity for 
Ebbsfleet United. This extra finance and sup¬ 
port will enable our club to progress.” 

The website was set up earlier this year with 
the aim of giving fans a chance to run their own 
club. Each member pays £35 to buy a share, 
with more than £700,000 raised in 11 weeks. 

Nine clubs approached MyFootballClub with 
offers to sell controlling stakes. Ebbsfleet was 
chosen because of its small debts, low rent at 
its Stonebridge Road ground and the proximi¬ 
ty to major road and rail networks. 

Manager Liam Daish, who will remain at 
the club, said: “Everyone has worked wonders 
to get this club to in the top half of the 
Conference.
